ATHENS (AP) - President George 


Papadopoulos slapped martial law on 
Greece today and vowed to restore 
public order in what he said was "a 
dangerously explosive situation" creat- 
ed by bloody clashes between students 
and police. 


The street fighting left four persons 


dead and hundreds injured, government 
officials said. It was the most serious 
popular outburst since Papadopoulos 
and a group of fellow army officers 
seized power in April 1967. 


All airline flights to and from Athens 


were canceled. Papadopoulos imposed a 
curfew from 4 p.m. until Sunday morn- 
ingon the capital in an effort to keep 
demonstrators off the streets. 


But minor street clashes continued in 


various parts of the city between police 
and students chanting antiregime 
slogans. 


The strong-man president said in a 


brief radio address to the nation that he 
was determined to maintain total public 
order. He said this week's demonstra- 
tions, which grew into the violent 
clashes Friday, proved that there is a 
"conspiracy against democracy and 
factors supporting normalization." 


Parliament has been disbanded since 


the 1967 army coup. 
But the 


Papadopoulos regime has promised 
elections and a return to democratic 
rule. 
- 


As the president spoke, army tanks 


hunched in the main squares of down- 
town Athens. Troops in full battle dress 
surrounded the former parliament 
building, where Papadopoulos has his 
presidential office. 


The martial law decree meant the 


return of Greece's military tribunals, 
press censorship, a ban on public 
gatherings of more than five persons and 
a division of the nation into districts run 
by military commanders. 


Martial law had been in effect since 


the 1967 coup until only last August in 
Athens and Salonica. Papadopoulos 
lifted it then as he abolished the 
monarchy of exiled former King Cons-

tan tine in what he said were steps 
toward restoration of democracy. 


The moves to crush the student 


uprising came only hours after army 
troops and police smashed their way into 
Athens Polytechnic Institute to put down 
the remnants of thousands of student 
demonstrators who had demanded the 
overthrow of the government. 


A tank ripped down the institute's 


heavy iron gates in the early morning. 
Helmeted soldiers rushed through as 
students waved clubs and shouted 
"murderers." 


A number of students were beaten and 


kicked as they pleaded for mercy. 
Dozens were thrown into police buses 
and presumably taken into custody. 


Shortly after the soldiers entered the 


institute, demonstrators began to gather 
again outside the school, shouting an- 
tigovernment slogans. Police fired 
warning shots into the area in an attempt 
to disperse the crowd. 


The army was called into action 


Friday night after six hours of bloody 
street fighting across downtown Athens. 
Police clashed with an estimated 15,000 
demonstrators 
on virtually every 


square of the capital. 


The government said four demons- 


trators were killed Friday when they 
attacked state buildings, and hospital 
sources said at least 100 persons were 
hurt in the street disorders. 


In announcing martial law, the 


government said Papadopoulos, who 
was sworn in as president last August 
after he had abolished the monarchy 
then headed by the exiled King Cons- 
tantine, would make a radio and 
television address to the nation later 
today. 


A government communique said 


martial law was imposed "because 
enemies of Greece have again proved 
unrepenting and do not want elections." 


The action of the demonstrators, the 


communique said, necessitated army 
action "to restore order" and it warned 
that "the supporters of the anarchists 
should weigh up their responsibilities." 


Martial law was lifted last August in 


Athens and Salonica, where students 
also demonstrated Friday against the 
government. The move was among a 
number of measures Papadopoulos said 
were aimed at restoring democracy to 
Greece. 


The trouble at the university early 


today followed the street fighting which 
had been waged across the city Friday. 


Many of the demonstrators dispersed 


Friday night, but about 2,000 retreated to 
the university, prompting the army to 
surround the university with troops, 
tanks and armored personnel carriers. 


Earlier, a makeshift radio transmitter 


at the university transmitted instruc- 
tions to the demonstrators and appealed 
for doctors and medical supplies. 


After a two-hour standoff in which the 


students ignored ultimatums to come 
out peacefully, the soldiers stormed in- 
side. 


The violence capped four days of pro- 


tests, which began with academic- 
freedom demands from Polytechnic In- 
stitute students and grew to include calls 
for Greek withdrawal from NATO, the 
expulsio.n of Americans from the 
country and the fall of the government.

were awarded. But Schlichting said the 
method by which school boards award 
such pacts is not regulated under Wis- 
consin statutes. 


LOS ANGELES (AP) -An Ift-year-old 


transient has been arrested and booked 
for investigation of murder in Friday 
morning's apartment house fire that 
killed 24 persons, police said. 


Michael Akenburg was questioned by 


officers routinely Friday after he was 
seen walking in West Los Angeles at an 
early hour, police said. Statements he 
made ted to further investigation, and 
Altenburg was booked Friday afternoon, 
authorities said. 


Altenburg was reported to have 


traveled recently to Los Angeles from 
Tucson, Ariz. 


Many of those killed in the fire that 


flashed through the apartment building 
were burned beyond recognition, and 
only a handful of victims had been 


identified more than a day later, 
authorities said. About six of the 52 in- 
jured remained in critical or serious 
condition from burns, officials sail. 


Some of the victims died when they 


jumped from the three-story building. 
Others were trapped in their sleep by the 
fire that rushed up open stairwells of the 
40-year-old building in a poorer section 
of the city. 


Officials said the blaze started on a 


sofa in the building's lobby and spread 
quickly. It took less than an hour to put 
it out; but by the time firemen arrived 
on the scene, some residents had tossed 
their children to rescuers and leaped for 
their lives. Some died when they hit 
pavement below. 


Among the dead were nine children, 


officials said. 


The City Council voted 14-0 Friday to 


have the city attorney revise a fire or- 
dinance to require all older structures to 
comply within a year to fire regulations 
prohibiting open stairwells. The 
previous deadline for compliance was 
1976. 


"A building like this, with a vertical 


opening and unenclosed stairwells, is 
nothing more than a furnace with a 
chimney," said fire Battalion Chief 
Eugene Schmitz. 


The blaze, described as the worst in 


the city's history, raged for 51 minutes 
and destroyed both wings of the U- 
shaped building before being extin- 
guished. Property damage to the Strat- 
ford Apartments was estimated at 
$150,000. 


Elias Gonzalez, a 19-year-old kitchen 


helper, saved the lives of four babies 
when they were dropped to him from 
upper floors by their mothers, fire of- 
ficials said. Witnesses said one woman 
dropped her baby to safety and then 
leaped to her death. 


Nine of the dead were children. 
"There were so many beautiful 


children," said Christiana Alva, a 
resident. "You could hear them 
screaming in Spanish." 


Firemen said they didn't know how 


many of the 200 tenants were in the 
68-unit building when the fire broke out. 


The worst previous Los Angeles fire 


was the 1970 Ponet Hotel blaze which 
killed 19 and injured 30. 


Nixon to face questions 
from managing editors 


KEY BISCAYNE, Fla. (AP) -In his 


first major public move since promising 
to meet Watergate charges head-on, 
President Nixon faces questioning 
tonight from the nation's editors before 
a nationwide television-radio audience. 


All three commercial TV networks 


scheduled live broadcasts of Nixon's 
hour-long appearance, starting at 6 p.m. 
CST, at the convention of The Associated 
Press Managing Editors Association. 


Press Secretary Ronald L. Ziegler said 


Nixon would take questions on any sub- 
ject from some 400 American and 
Canadian editors attending the 
conference at Disney World near 
Orlando, Fla. Watergate and related 
matters seemed certain to dominate the 
unusual news conference, but Ziegler 
expressed hope other subjects would be 
covered. 


The White House barred questioning 


by Washington newsmen accompanying 
Nixon on a southern swing that will see 
the President make three public ap- 
pearances in four days. 


Since mounting a campaign to restore 


bis shaken credibility and, as he phrased 
it, demonstrate "he has not violated his 
trust," Nixon has held a marathon series 
of private meetings with Republicans in 
Congress and with selected Southern 
Democrats. 


The APME appearance will mark 


Nixon's first grappling in public with 
Watergate-related questions since his 
counterof fensive* began. 


Nixon, who f!e*v to his home here 


Friday afternoon following a final ses- 
sion with House Republicans, was ex- 
pected to arrive at the convention site for 
a staff meeting some 90 minutes before 
facing the editors. Mrs. Nixon, who is 
with him in Florida, was reported likely 
to remain in Key Biscayneand watch the 
proceedings on television. 


In one of the White House meetings, 


Sen. Robert Packwood, R-Ore., told 
Nixon Thursday night that he has lost his 
ability to lead the country. "Your 
weakness is credibility," Packwood said 
in comments released Friday.

-U.S. District Court Judge John J. 


Sirica came out in opposition to 
legislation calling for court appointment 
of a special Watergate prosecutor. Sirica 
set forth his views in a letter to Chair- 
man James 0. Eastland of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee. 


-Sirica extended the deadline for 


delivery of subpoenaed White House 
Watergate tapes to allow time for tech- 
nical experts to examine them. He said 
he will rule Dec. 3 on how much material 
will go to the grand jury. 


-CIA officials denied any advance 


knowledge of the Watergate burglary. 
The allegation had been made in an 
article in Harper's Magazine.

SPACE CENTER, Houston (AP) -The 


Skylab 3 astronauts, unhampered by the 
motion sickness that plagued their space 
station predecessors, began moving into 
the spacious laboratory home today to 


begin nearly three months of scientific 
research. 


After removing a hatch from the small 


command ship where they spent the 
night, the astronauts crawled into the 


house-sized spacecraft and began turn- 
ing on switches and activating systems. 


"Hi, Houston. This is Skylab," com- 


mander Gerald P. Carr said from inside 
the station after it came within range of

Probers seek source 
of co-op gift to Nixon 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Federal 


investigators are seeking to learn 
whether the nation's largest dairy 
cooperative illegally used corporate 
funds for a $100,000 gift turned over to 
Nixon fundraiser Herbert W. Kalmbach 
in 1969. 


Kalmbach and a dairy lawyer swear 


the cash wasn't from the corporate 
treasury of the cooperative, the Texas- 
based Associated Milk Producers Inc. 
But the man who delivered the briefcase 
full of cash to Kalmbach says he doesn't 
know the source of the money. 


This story surfaced Friday in court 


documents and interviews: 


The gift was given less than seven 


months after the new Republican ad- 
ministration came into office. The milk 
producers, headed by Democrats, had 
backed losing candidate Hubert H. 
Humphrey the year before, and were 
looking for friends in the Nixon ad- 
ministration. 


Their Washington lawyer, Milton P. 


Semer, was connected to Sen. Edmund 
S. Muskie's budding presidential drive. 
But he did what he could for his milk 
producer clients, eventually calling an 
acquaintance, John N. Mitchell, who had 
been Nixon's 1968 campaign director and 
who was then attorney general. 


Eventually, Semer said, he was sent to 


see Kalmbach, the California lawyer 
who handled Nixon's real estate tran- 
sactions and taxes. Kalmbach had been 
secretly entrusted with $1.7 million in 


Nixon's leftover 1968 campaign funds. 


Semer recalls that the milk producers 


decided to contribute $100,000 through 
Kalmbach, even though the next 
presidential election was three years 
away. 


He said Kalmbach insisted on cash. "I 


tried to urge Kalmbach to take it in 
checks," Semer said. "I told him, 'Why 
don't we just send you some checks?' He 
said he'd rather not have it in checks." 


So Semer took §100,000 from Robert 


Lilly, the milk producers' chief political 
operative, stuffed it into a briefcase, and 
flew to Newport Beach, Calif., to make 
the delivery. 


Semer said he understood the money 


would go into the 1970 congressional 
races. "Presidential types always 
wanted credit for steering money to 
congressional candidates." he said 


Actually, according to Kalmbach's 


sworn testimony in a civil case, the 
money was used for such things as 
paying the salaries of a private inves- 
tigator and a political saboteur, and for 
financing the 1970 opponent of Alabama 
Gov. George C. Wallace in an attempt to 
kill Wallace's presidential hopes. 


Semer's law partner. Jake Jacobsen of 


Austin. Tex., has told investigators for 
the Senate Watergate committee and a 
federal grand jury that the $100,000 came 
from the milk producers political fund, 
TAPE, and not from its corporate 
treasury. 


Kalmbach also swore that the money 


was "not corporate." Seven other cor- 
porations have admitted making illegal 
corporate donations to Nixon's cam- 
paign, and in each case Kalmbach and 
other campaign officials said they 
hadn't been aware the gifts were illegal'.

A spokesman for Georgetown Univer- 


sity Hospital said doctors reported 
young Kennedy "tolerated the operation 
very well and his condition is satisfac- 
tory." 


The operation lasted just under an 


hour, according to the hospital spokes- 
man. The spokesman said the diagnosis 
of the physicians was that young Ken- 
nedy had a form of bone cancer called 
caondrosarcona, which is a tumor of 
cartilege tissues associated with the 
bone.

Kennedy, the eldest of Robert F. Ken- 
nedy's children, and Senator Kennedy 
had planned for some time to give away 
the bride. 


The senator made his comment on the 


operation as he left the hospital. The 
wedding church is a few blocks away.

Obry mentioned that one large school 


in Greenville would "keep our elemen- 
tary school program in tact," and would 
probably be less expensive to operate. 
But he also asked if Hortonville would 
react seriously if the elementary 
students were taken out of Hortonville. 


—The second proposal, calling for the 


renovation of the present complex and 
the construction of two elementary 
schools, one in Hortonville and one in 
Greenville, was also discussed. 


About that proposal, Obry said "I am 


concerned about the additional building 
costs plus the operation costs," of the 
two-elementary center proposal. He 
said it would cost at least $350,000 or 
$400,000 extra to build two schools, with 
a capacity of 600 students each, rather 
than one 1,200-student facility. 


—A third proposal, which previously 


hadn't been discussed, calls for build- 
ing one elementary school in Green- 
ville, adding a vocational wing to the 
high school, and keeping about half the 
elementary students in their present 
school. Under the original plan, the 
present elementary school would have 
been changed into a vocational arts 
area. 


Them said that the third proposal 


would cost about $2.42 million. Building 
one 550-600 student elementary center in 
Greenville would cost $1,217,000, he 
said, and those costs have risen sharply 
since last year when he estimated one 
center would cost $982,000. A 43,000 
square foot vocational wing would cost 
about $843,000, an enclosed courtyard is 
estimated at $305,000 and $60,000 worth 
of other remodeling would be done to 
the present complex. 


Obry said the board has been in- 


formed the sewage treatment for 
Greenville is "several years" in the 
future, so the district would have to 
provide a drain field or a way to haul 
sewage if a school is built in Greenville. 


If either the second or third proposals 


are adopted the district would also have 
to draw attendance lines, determining 
which students go to the Greenville 
school and which ones would go to Hor- 
tonville. 


Other questions raised by Obry 


asked what the next step would be if 
another referendum loses and will the 
plan provide the type of instructional 
program the students deserve. 


Representatives from the Hortonville 


Education Association (HEA), present- 
ed a statement of position to the board 
Monday. One point raised was a 
teacher's recommendation that the 
board should seek means to get all 
community groups together to promote 
a referendum, and work out a coalition 
or compromise between the Hortonville 
and Greenville areas.

WRIGHTSTOWN -The Cost of Living

interview. "The human story cannot be 
told without the dimension that 
transcends all logic." 


The gray-haired, 5-foot-9 rabbi, who 


dabbles in poetry as a pasttime, said 
reform Judaism was "hyper-rational" 
when it developed 100 years ago in this 
country. 


"But 
the 
imbalance 
is 
being 


corrected," he said. "Mysticism is a 
vital aspect of religion. If we con- 
centrate only on the social implications 
of faith, we fail to draw on its essence, 
on the waters of its source." 


A scholar who for 15 years has 


directed the national educational ac- 
tivities of reform Judaism, Rabbi 
Schindler was described by its board 
of trustees as "a leader in the tradition 
of the prophets." 


The son of Yiddish poet Eliezer 


Schindler, the rabbi was brought to 
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this country in 1938 as a boy of 13 by 
his family from Germany in the early 
years of Hitlerism. Rabbi Schindler 
said his experience with Nazism was 
"not grave." 


"I only experienced discrimination 


rather than extermination," he said. 
He is author of a book by that title, 
"From Discrimination to Exterminat- 
ion," analyzing the Hitler years of 1933 
to 1945. 


A World War II combat veteran, be 


served with the U.S. Army's ski troops 
in

European 
campaigns, 


receiving the Bronze Star and Purple 
Heart. He still skis for recreation. 


He also plays tennis, smokes cigars, 


is an opera buff and "by nature, a 
cock-eyed 
optimist. 
"Despair and 


gloom are not pArt of my vocabulary," 
he said. 


Of the state of the country's religious 


health, he said: "I see a resurgence 
rather than a diminution. There's a 
'soul weather' about us. 


"I think we're entering an age more 


amenable to the religious spirit. 
Increasingly, people are coming to the 
conviction that religion is essential, 
that the future of mankind cannot be 
entrusted to scientific rationalism." 


Concerning the national political 


scene, he said mere was a "cold wind 
Mowing in our hearts at the freedom 
eroded and highest trust betrayed" but 
there are "counterwinds of morality." 


"The Constitution demonstrated its 


holding power," be said. "I see 
beneath the gloom a new buoyance 
rising, a kind of hopefulness. There 
was almost a coup d'etat from within, 
but the evil decree has been averted. 
The system has held up." 


He said the experience had demons- 


trated more vividly to the nation the 
indispensability of religious-moral 
fibre. "A nation's strength depends on 
its integrity," he said. 


Noting the trend toward more ritual 


in reform Judaism, he said it's another 
sign of "less rationalism and more 
mystery." But he said reform Judaism 
was "creating its own ritual" rather 
than simply returning to traditional 
forms. 


Rabbi Schindler and his wife, Rhea, 


live in Westport, Conn., and have five 
children. He succeeds Dr. Maurice 
Eisendrath, who headed the reform 
movement for 30 years and was on the 
verge of retirement when he died at 
the start of the movement's 100th 
anniversary convention this month.

program was then withdrawn because 
the funding was provided in the 
previously tabled resolution. 


A third resolution, to provide $200,000 


from revenue sharing 
to remodel 


bathrooms in the six wings of the Health 
Center to permit both men and women 
to live in the same wing was layed over 
until December. This is the second time 
the board has refused to act on that 
resolution. 


Then, on a 20-18 vote, the board 


directed its finance and human 
resources committees to meet with 
Russo and the Board of Trustees to 
determine what was needed at River- 
view and how much it would cost and 
then report back to the full board in 
December. 


Supv. Fred Rehfeldt had sought to

A proposal to create an assessing 


department for Outagamie County was 
greeted with little enthusiasm Thursday 
by county supervisors.

Eugene Kloes, was not 
killed, but its referral to the coordinat- 
ing committee on a 27-9 vote left little 
doubt as to board sentiments. 


Supv. Harold Miller expressed the 


view of a number of supervisors when 
he said, "This is another case of going 
off the deep end and doing something 
without any study." He added, "I don't 
know why we should pioneer this." 
Kenosha is currently the only county 
with its own assessor. 


Supv. Ted LaPin, who chaired a 


special committee on tax equalization, 
noted there were 32 taxing units in the 
county, each with its own assessor. "It 
is important that the tax base be as 
correct as possible," he said. 


However, Supv. John Hennessy noted 


that only 12 communities had assess- 
ment ratios below 50 per cent and that 
the 12 combined represented only 14 per 
cent of the county's total value. "I 
would rather see a state feasibility 
study," Hennessy said. 


Supv. John Schreiter proposed that 


the county assessor idea, along with a 
county health department, be put to a 
referendum next November. 


The solid waste program survived its

Supv. Marvin Babbitt, referring to the 


supporters of the resolution, said he 
"was getting confused. They change 
positions faster than a windshield 
wiper. They were all in favor of burning 
it (the refuse)." 


A number of the resolutions signers, 


including Kloes, Fred Rehfeldt and 
Charles Wussow, had been strong 
backers of the county going to an in- 
cineration program, rather than the 
shredder.

MADISON, Wis. (AP) —Two new ap- 


pointees were promptly warned to keep 
"politics out of board policy making," 
Thursday on their first Wisconsin 
Agriculture Board meeting. 


Kermit Veum of Westby and Kenneth 


Schmidt of Evansville, both appointed 
by Gov. Patrick J. Lucey, gave Lucey 
appointees a 4-3 majority on the board 
when they were seated. 


But Kieran Powers of Lyndon Station, 


board chairman, told them they should 
act on the basis of what was good for 
agriculture and not what was good 
politically. 


"In the past we have left politics out of 


board policy making," he said. 


Powers has been a critic of the 


governor's plan to dilute the board's 
authority by eliminating its duty of 
selecting the secretary of agriculture. 


The board heard from Robert Park, 


the 
agriculture 
department's 


representative in the state Office of 
Emergency Energy Assistance, who 
said fuel-saving suggestions must be 
weighed against their disadvantages. 


He cited as examples proposals to 


increase the gasoline tax and to strictly 
enforce highway speed laws. 


Higher gasoline tax would be a 


hardship on lower income groups, he 
said, while strict speed law enforcement 
would require highway patrolmen to 
spend more time in court than on the 
road. 


A proposed 50 mile per hour speed 


limit must be "balanced against the 
added cost of food and other consumer 
products in comparison to the fuel sav- 
ings," Park said. 


The board listened as assistant 


secretary Arthur Kurtz asked it to 
develop a land use planning section. It 
would represent agricultural interests 
with planning boards, state govern- 
ments, lawmakers and educators, he 
said. 


"We need expertise to deal with 


agricultural land use problems," Kurtz 
added. 


Federal-state statistician H.M. 


Walters reported a continued decline in 
milk production in the first nine months 
of 1973. 


Wisconsin's milk production was 


down four per cent, or 700 million 
pounds, in the period, he said, leading to 
production declines of 15 per cent for 
cheese and 30 per cent for butter com- 
pared with the same month a year ago.

Memories of threshing revived

STOCKBRIDGE - The whistle blew, the 


steam-engine chugged and the memories of the 
old threshing crew were revived as James Ecker 
and his antique machinery threshed buckwheat 
Saturday on the George Ecker Sr. farm here. 


Of course it was all "a fun thing"; no one 


regarded it as work, and the buckwheat probably 
won't ever end up as pancakes on a breakfast 
table. 


Jim Ecker, Stockbndge contractor always had 


had a hankering for machinery "and just loved 
threshing as a kid," so it was natural that he 
should be attracted to the steam engine owned by 
John Schroeder of Waupaca when he visited the 
Weyauwega Horse and Buggy Days this year. 


He was even more attracted to the steam engine 


when he learned it was one of those he had loved 
as a lad because until 1953 it had belonged to 
Joseph Heimerl at Hilbert and had been used to 
thresh on his dad's farm. 


Heimerl, who is now a resident of Toth Nursing 


Home, Chilton, purchased the steamer from Clem 
Mueller at Charlesburg in 1924 Mueller had 
bought it new. 


The Heimerls, Joe and his brother. John, were 


known throughout the area for their threshing 
operations. It was a big day when the Heimerls 
were coming to thresh. Farm wives prepared 
huge meals and children had to cam- water for 
the dust-eating crew. 


Heimerl sold his steam engine, a Minneapolis 


8702, to a Juneau man, who sold it to a Wisconsin 
Rapids farmer. Schroeder bought it from a 
Menasha service station owner and now, 50 years 
later, it is back in Calumet County. "She runs 
just like she dtd 40 years ago," Francis Heimerl 
said. Francis, Joe's son, was on hand to recall the 
threshing days of his youth. 


He remembers that two long, a short and a long 


blast on the whistle meant the crew was moving. 
Two long blasts meant "quiting time" —two long 
also meant noon, he said, and five short toots 
meant the water boy was needed. 


Young and old gathered around the threshing 


operation. 
Ecker 
purchased 
a 
separator, 


originally owned by John Heimerl, Hilbert, from 
Wyman Boettcher, Brant, another antique 
machinery buff, and the water wagon owned by 
Oscar Schoen, was all part of Saturday's scene. 


Buckwheat, cut with a binder for the threshing 


operation, could be seen in shocks in the dis- 
tance; minor repairs and adjustments were made 
frequently as kids frolicked in the straw. 


Ecker has been firing up the old steam engine 


every Sunday and running it around his dad's 
farm. Youngsters still get the thrill of rding the 
old puffing Billy and oldsters have come from all 
over the county to see Joe HeimerFs old steam 
engine again. "There's been a reunion every 
Sunday since Jim bought it," his brother George 
tells as the familiar greeting is "what are you 
doing here, haven't seen you in years"? 


Saturday the fast-talking Jim repeated his love 


of threshing days to those standing around. It was 
obvious they understood. They felt the same.

Six-year presidential term? 


The current troubles in the White House have prompted 


some Americans to suggest again a six year non-renewable 
term for the President of the United States. 


Even' year or so a resolution to that effect is introduced 


into the Senate, in recent years by Senators Mike Mansfield 
and George Aiken. Many presidents, including Dwight 
Eisenhower and Lyndon Johnson, have endorsed the idea. 
There are some advantages. 


Obviously the presidency is a major operation and deals 


with extremely important matters. One world-wide fear is 
that President'Nixon has been so distracted by Watergate in 
recent months that he has been unable to give the proper 
attention to issues like the Middle East and the energy crisis 
and that he didn't attack either before they reached 
dangerous proportions. The need to campaign also inter- 
feres with a President's attention to duty. In 1972, President 
Nixon has explained, he turned over re-election chores to 
others and thus the catastrophe. Whether or not this is true, 
certainly campaigning for re-election does put an extra 
burden iipon any individual elected to serve the public. 


Conversely the incumbent has tremendous advantages 


over challengers in that the power and prestige of office and 
at the very least its news-providing status can overwhelm an 
opponent. 


Right now when a great 
many Americans are 


disillusioned and disgusted with politics in general, it's 
argued that setting the presidency above politics once a man 
has reached that high office might contribute to renewed 
confidence in the White House. 


But this nation's political system is based upon the power 


of the people —not perfectly yet, if ever, but still with that 
aim. Elected officials at any level always have a problem in 
merging their own decisions on policies with the opinions of 
the people who elected them and whom they represent. The 
system does not work ideally. But if a President were not at 
any time really responsible to the voters, his isolation would 
be immense. There has been criticism enough of Presidents 
Johnson and Nixon in that regard already. 


The President's influence with his own party would also 


suffer since those who did have to face the voters again 
would have little influence of their own over his policies. 
And supposing that a President elected for a six year term 
was shown to have made as serious mistakes as Mr. Nixon 
did last year. Could we muddle through more than five 
years of his single term? The threat of impeachment then 
would loom even larger than it does today. 


More than all that, there is something evasive about the 


argument that Watergate means we should have a six year 
term. All President Nixon's current problems stem from 
re-election irregularities, this point of view indicates, and 
this may not be strictly true. But it's a little like the 
warnings about leaving one's keys in the ignition and 
tempting juveniles to delinquency. People of all ages are 
subject to pressures and Presidents of the United States are 
human beings. But if they are unable to resist temptations 
to use power, prestige and cash illegally and unethically for 
their own personal benefits — and that is what Watergate 
and its related problems are all about —then they shouldn't 
be in the White House for even a minute much less six years. 


Little known war in Africa 


A couple of months ago a new nation was proclaimed. 


Hardly anyone in the United States has noticed. 


Seventeen years ago the African Party for the Indepen- 


dence of Guinea and the Cape Verde Islands was founded 
and an on-again-off-again war for independence has been 
waging for some ten years. Thousands of people have been 
killed — four or five times as many as in the highly 
publicized struggle in Ulster. The Soviet Union has a good 
sized piece of the action. Why haven't we been paying 
attention? 


The primary reason probably is that we react to 


immediate crises and we've been having enough of those at 
home and abroad in recent years, thank you, what with 
Vietnam, the Middle East, oil, assassinations and Water- 
gate. Then the cause of independence for the black people of 
Guinea-Bissau hasn't been widely taken up in the United 
States nor has any group come to the defense of Portugal, 
the primarily all-white masters. But the new rebel govern- 
ment is making more noise and there may be signs that 
people in Lisbon are listening after all. 


The PAIGG claims that about half of Portuguese Guinea's 


population of 800,000 lives in the rural areas now under 
control of the rebels. But Portugal controls the major city of 
Bissau. Officials in Lisbon for some time have avoided 
referring to the area as a colony. Instead it considers it an 
extension of metropolitan Portugal, an "overseas province" 
and its administration purely a domestic matter. France 
tried the same approach in regards to Algeria some years 
ago. 


The rebels are Russian backed. More than that, their 


government has been recognized as legitimate by more than 
60 other nations in Eastern Europe and Africa. Rebel 
leaders feel this gives them more status in dealing with the 
Portuguese. 


And deal they will. They have suggested negotiating and 


hold the possibility that they won't continue to demand 
independence right now for the Cape Verde Islands. These 
lie off the coast of Dakar in the Atlantic and are used 
primarily by the Portuguese to refuel planes and ships and 
an obvious strategic link between Portugal and its African 
colonies of Mozambique and Angola. They also contribute to 
the trade routes to Rhodesia and the Republic of South 
Africa which side with Portugal in the struggle against all 
black independence movements. 


Russia supplies PAIGG with arms and has given them 


restrained encouragement for several years. The Soviets 
thus expand their own tentacles into Africa and, in spite of 
their generally white skins, gain brownie points with black 
Africans and non-Caucasians around the world. 


Nature center finds a home 


Last week it looked as though the Outagamie County 


Nature Studies program would be homeless. However, this 
week the Outagamie County board came through with a 
$50,000 fund which will assure the 50 women volunteer 
nature trail guides that they will have a classroom and land 
at Mosquito Hill Park next year. The county board is to be 
congratulated for its common sense in its backing of an 
established, worthwhile program which has served more 
than 7,000 youngsters. Also to be congratulated are the 
many individuals and groups who so persistently put their 
story before the community and the board. 


It all proves that nothing succeeds better than a good idea.

This is not to suggest that the Democrats are 


loafing. Their planning has been underway, 
with the scrutiny of Gov.

All of which is something 
new in the politics of a state whtic nominal 
political leaders had typically hoped that there 
would be enough bodies to fill all the places on 
the ballot, but didn't do much about it.

Arabs fearful of 
Israeli expansion 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


Arab apprehension over the steady 


expansion of Israel through military 
conquest in four wars is said to have 
prompted Egypt to call on U.S. and 
Soviet troops to halt the Israeli drive in 
the latest conflict. 


Israel's thrust across the Suez Canal 


and her gains west of Egypt's Sinai and 
east of Syria's Golan Heights came as a 
shock to government officials both in 
Cairo and Damascus, military ob- 
servers say. 


The Arab capitals are painfully aware 


that four Middle East wars over the 
past 25 years have given Israel nearly 
seven times the land area she controlled 
when she was born in May 1948. 


After 17 days of warfare in the latest 


conflict, Israel's forces hurled back the 
initial Arab advances and assumed a 
commanding position on both the 
Egyptian and Syrian fronts. 


The Isrealis expanded their brid- 


gehead on the western side of the Suez 
Canal, cutting the main routes to Cairo 
and expanding their hold in the central 
canal sector to encompass the town of 
Ismailia. 


In Syria, the Israelis consolidated 


their hold on a big wedge of Syrian 
territory from the old cease-fire line 
along the Golan Heights to a point about 
25 miles from Damascus. In one key 


action, Israeli forces retook four posi- 
tions on the flank of Mt. Hermon which 
dominates the Golan area. 


These victories were a grave blow to 


the governments of Egypt and Syria 
whose avowed aim in the latest war was 
to regain the Golan Heights and Sinai 
and to restore rights of the Palestine 
Arabs who had been assured either 
return to their homes or compensation 
in numerous United Nations resolutions 
hammered out since 1948. 


In the Arab view, however, the "Oc- 


tober war" did serve two purposes if 
nothing else. 


—It brought final involvement of the 


two super powers, since they have ac- 
cepted commitments to strive for a 
solution of the stalemate. 


—It restored a sense of pride in the 


Egyptian armed forces as a result of 
their thrust across the Suez Canal —no 
mean military feat under the circum- 
stances —and the able manner in which 
they fought on the other side. 


There is also the fact that the other 


Arab states pitched in with far greater 
support, military, political and finan- 
cial, than they had ever given in 
previous wars with Israel. 


Cairo is said to feel that the Arabs 


have made plain to Israel that she can 
not hold on to the occupied territory 
indefinitely, unless she is ready to wage 
another war against greater odds.

If right 
away, then the taking away of the 
money and the returning of it blur in the 
consumer's mind, and the effect on the 
consumption of gasoline would be 
nugatory. 


A few observations: 
1) You are much better off reducing 


the amount of gas spent by raising the 
price of gasoline, than by setting up a 
gigantic bureaucracy charged with the 
impossible 
job 
of 
adjudicating 


everyone's claim to gasoline. Whereas 
it is obvious that the doctor or the 
plumber needs gas in order to do his 
business, it is not obvious that the old 
retired couple do not need gas —when in 
fact their principal pleasure may be 
their afternoon drive together. 


2) When there is true scarcity, basic 


needs must be protected. It is not yet 
known whether the scarcity that looms 
is on that order. It is conceivable, 
however, that it might be. In that event, 
the government would be entitled to 
protect the basic needs of individual 
drivers by —let us say —stipulating that 
every Monday, drivers can fill up their 
tanks with government-priced gasoline. 


But then on the following six days, 


gasoline venders should quite simply 
peg their prices according to supply. As 
gasoline becomes scarcer, the price of it 
should rise. As it becomes less scarce, 
competition would drive down the price. 
If it is not too complicated to permit the 
British pound to float, it ought not to be 
too complicated for the gasoline station 
to adjust its prices —perhaps even, like 
the pound's, every day, depending on 
demand and supply.

Dr. G. C. Thosteson 
Urethra dilated to aid 
in better urine release 


Oe>r Dr. Tbosteson: Why does the 


urethra have to be stretched every two 
months to expel all the urine? —R.H. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: My sister is 


disturbed 
because 
one 
of 
her 


grandchildren, a little girl about 10, has 
had dilation of the urethra several 
times. Then at another hospital they 
were told this stretching was not right 
and she should have medication and an 
operation when she is older. 


I also have a friend who is a nurse and 


her small girl has had this several 
times. Her mother says she is fine now. 
Does this treatment sometimes clear up 
the situation? A tot of doctors here do it 
on little girls and it doesn't seem that it 
would be done if they didn't get good 
results. -Mrs. H.G.W. 


Such dilation or stretching can be 


very effective treatment in the right 
cases — and sometimes some other 
treatment (including surgery) 
is 


necessary instead. 


Dilation is done when there is a 


stricture, or narrowing, of the urethra, 
or urinary outlet. These strictures can 
be from faulty development of the organ 
or from scarring resulting from infec- 
tion. Either way, it interferes with 
complete release of urine. Retention of 
some of it provides a medium in which 
germs can flourish — in brief, more 
infection. 


So it is important to keep the urethra 


sufficiently open. I can hardly be ex- 
pected to say what streatment is 
preferable in the case mentioned above; 
it just may be a question of which will 
work better. The practice of medicine is 
full of such decisions that have to be 
made. 


But I do want to add this. Dilation is 


not confined to little girls (although 
some cases of bed wetting have been 
corrected that way). The technique is 
used for old people who have developed 
urinary problems and for patients of 
in-between ages. Dilation —if it works — 
obviously is preferable to some more 
drastic treatment, such as surgical 
reconstruction. But it's a question of 
what will get the job done. 


A single dilation seldom can be ex- 


pected to accomplish very much. The 
goal is to keep the urinary outlet open 
until, by repeated dilation, the tube 
remains sufficiently open.

me something about Osteo-Slater 
disease which befalis young boys most 
of all?

I think you refer to Osgood-Schlatter's 


disease which befalls young boys most 
form of mecrosis or degeneration of 
bone in the leg in young people (girls, 
too), which probably starts because of a 
blow or injury.

STOCKBRIDGE — The whistle blew, the 


steam-engine chugged and the memories of the 
old threshing crew were revived as James Ecker 
and his antique machinery threshed buckwheat 
-c"turday on the George Ecker Sr. farm here. 


Of course it was all "a fun thing"; no one 


regarded it as work, and the buckwheat probably 
won't ever end up as pancakes on a breakfast 
table. 


Jim Ecker, Stockbridge contractor always had 


had a hankering for machinery "and just loved 
threshing as a kid," so it was natural that he 
should be attracted to the steam engine owned by 
John Schroeder of Waupaca when he visited the 
Weyauwega Horse and Buggy Days this year. 


He was even more attracted to the steam engine 


when he learned it was one of those he had loved 
as a lad because until 1953 it had belonged to 
Joseph Heimerl at Hilbert and had been used to 
thresh on his dad's farm. 


Heimerl, who is now a resident of Toth Nursing 


Home, Chilton, purchased the steamer from Clem 
Mueller at Charlesburg in 1924 Mueller had 
bought it new. 


The Heimerls, Joe and his brother, John, were 


known throughout the area for their threshing 
operations. It was a big day when the Heimerls 
were coming to thresh. Farm wives prepared 
huge meals and children had to carry water for 
the dust-eating crew. 


Heimerl sold his steam engine, a Minneapolis 


8702, to a Juneau man, who sold it to a Wisconsin - 
Rapids farmer. Schroeder bought it from a-. 
Menasha service station owner and now, 50 years * 
later, it is back in Calumet County. "She runs : 
just like she did 40 years ago," Francis Heimerl: 
said. Francis, Joe's son, was on hand to recall the 
threshing days of his youth. 


He remembers that two long, a short and a long 


blast on the whistle meant the crew was moving. 
Two long blasts meant "quiting time" —two long 
also meant noon, he said, and five short toots '. 
meant the water boy was needed.

Ecker has been firing up the old steam engine 


every Sunday and running it around his dad's 
farm. Youngsters still get the thrill of rding the • 
old puffing Billy and oldsters have come from all 
over the county to see Joe Heimerl's old steam 
engine again. "There's been a reunion every 
Sunday since Jim bought it," his brother George 
tells as the familiar greeting is "what are you ; 
doing here, haven't seen you in years"? 


Saturday the fast-talking Jim repeated his love

UW-Parkside, whose future under UW's 
"mission statement" contains an un- 
dergraduate curriculum in liberal arts, 
engineering technology and business, 
and post-graduate curriculum geared to 
the campus' specialties. 


Joseph Noll, a Kenosha Republican, 


said he had not been originally 
enthusiastic about the Parkside invest- 
ment, but has changed his mind. 


"I think it has to become a univer- 


sity," Noll said. "The people of 
southeastern Wisconsin deserve it." 


In southwestern Wisconsin, a hearing 


at UW-Platteville received testimony 
from faculty members who complained 
about what they said UW's "mission 
statement" would do to their campus. 


Plattevilte and La Crosse are among 
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the nine schools merged with UW. 
Parkside has always been a part of the 
UW multicampus system. 


Platteville Vice Chancellor Harold 


Hutcheson, addressing regents and 
about 700 listeners, said the UW ad- 
ministration has a "limited view" 
toward Platteville's interest in expand- 
ing postgraduate curriculum.

MADISON, Wis. (AP)-The University 


of Wisconsin-Milwaukee does not want 
an enrollment limit imposed on it, a 
campus official told the UW Board of 
Visitors Friday. 


UWM Vice Chancellor William 


Walters told the board graduate enroll- 
ment at Milwaukee is growing faster 
than undergraduate enrollment. 


"The master's degree is rapidly 


becoming the basic professional degree 
in this country," Walters said. "No 
enrollment limits policy should ever 
stand in the way of this American 
tradition of self-improvement." 


Walters said he does not feel enroll- 


ment quotas could be equitable. 


The board is studying enrollment 


limits for the Madison and Milwaukee 
campuses, whose populations are 
growing despite decreasing enrollments 
at other UW campuses. 


Milwaukee, which now has 25,000 


students, should peak at about 30,000 in 
1980, a 1970 study by an outside consul- 
tant said. 


The Madison campus already has a 


student population of about 36,000. 
Incorrect phrase 
in Speener story

A proposal to create an assessing 


department for Outagamie County was 
greeted with little enthusiasm Thursday 
by county supervisors. 


The resolution, whose principal 


author was Supv. Eugene Ktoes. was not 
killed, but its referral to the coordinat- 
ing committee on a 27-9 vote left little 
doubt as to board sentiments. 


Supv. Harold Miller expressed the 


view of a number of supervisors when 
he said, "This is another case of going 
off the deep end and doing something 
without any study." He added, "I don't 
know why we should pioneer this." 
Kenosha is currently the only county 
with its own assessor. 


Supv. Ted LaPin, who chaired a 


special committee on tax equalization, 
noted there were 32 taxing units in the 
county, each with its own assessor "It 
is important that the tax base be as 
correct as possible," he said. 


However, Supv. John Hennessy noted 


that only 12 communities had assess- 
ment ratios below 50 per cent and that 
the 12 combined represented only 14 per 
cent of the county's total value. "I 
would rather see a state feasibility 
study," Hennessy said. 


Supv. John Schreiter proposed that 


the county assessor idea, along with a 
county health department, be put to a 
referendum next November. 


The solid waste program survived its 


monthly attack from die-hard op- 
ponents of the shredder, with purchase 
S two truck-tractors and three transfer 
trailers, at a total cost of $97,790, win- 
ning approval 19-14. 


A number of supervisors objected to 


accepting the Stumpf Ford bid, which 
was about $900 more for the two units 
than a bid from Fox Valley Trucking on 
two CMC units. 


A motion to refer the bids back to 


committee lost 19-17, and then a motion 
to substitute the Fox Valley bid lost on a 
tie, 17-17. 


Supv. Joseph Kasperek, vice chair- 


man of the zoning zoning committee, 
said the committee accepted the advice 
of the highway department because 
they were the experts on trucks. 


LaPin, supporting the zoning com- 


mittee, said "we gave the job to the 
committee. Let's be adult enough to 
take their word. It seems everyone here 
is suddenly an expert on trucks." 


A resolution submitted by the op- 


ponents of the county solid waste 
program to endorse the proposed state 
recycling plan was defeated 22-12. 


Kasperek, arguing against the endor- 


sement, said the county should be given 
a chance to solve its own problems 
before the state steps in. "If the state 
comes in immediately we would lose the 
input of local research," he said, refer- 
ring to the agreement with Allis 
Chalmers for the county to be the 
beneficiary of any profits derived from 
recycling research the first year of 
operation. 


He also told the board, "We scream 


about the cost of government. Pushing 
the problems off to Madison and 
Washington won't lower the taxes." He 
said highly favored recycling, but said, 
"give us breathing room so we can try 
our wings." 


Supv. Marvin Babbitt, referring to the 


supporters of the resolution, said he 
"was getting confused. They change 
positions faster than a windshield 
wiper. They were all in favor of burning 
it (the refuse)." 


A number of the resolutions signers, 


including Kloes, Fred Rehfeldt and 
Charles Wussow, had been strong 
backers of the county going to an in- 
cineration program, rather than the 
shredder. 


In other action, a proposal by Hen- 


nessy to create the position of personnel 
director was defeated after Hennessy 
agreed to go along with a personnel 
committee recommendation against the 
position. 


Babbitt, personnel committee chair- 


man, said the cost to set up a personnel 
director's office would be about $30,000. 
He added that only four of the 12 largest 
counties in the state have personnel 
director and that the county executive 
has not made any request for the posi- 
tion. 


Hennessy said he did not agree with 


the personnel committee's analysis but 
would accept it. 


A request to increase the salary of 


Social Services Director James Stampp 
from $16,632 to $18,000 was referred to 
the personnel 
committee. 


A request to transfer $18,199 from the 


reserve for contingencies to the data 
processing account to permit County 
Executive Alvin Woehler to lease data 
processing equipment was referred to 
the finance committee.

MADISON —Admissions to the Lincoln 


School for Boys near Merrill increased 
substantially, in part because of the ad- 
mission of more girls to the training ins- 
titution for juvenile delinquents. 


Population characteristics were relat- 


ed in the annual report of the three-year 
old institution submitted to the state 
board of health and social services. The 
school was originally designed to receive 
boys committed by order of juvenile 
courts, but was iater changed to a co 
educational institution. 


Last year admissions rose to 344, 


including new commitments and re- 
turns, including 49 young girls. Peak 
population during the year was 266, 
which equalled rated capacity. 


The staff report commented that the 


female residents of the institution show 
more instability than the boys who are 
committed. Most of them come from the 
northern counties and "appear to have a 
greater isolation from their families 
than males do," the state supervising 
board was informed. 


The instability of many of the girls, it 


was said, has contributed to the need for 
more personal attention and greater 
staff expenditures. 


The heavy staff requirements are 


illustrated in the high per capita operat- 
ing costs of the school. During fiscal 1972, 
according to another analysis submitted 
to the supervising board, costs per 
student committed to the institution 
reached $1,143 a month, of which about 
$808 represented salary costs. At latest 
count, the staff totaled 171 persons. 


Average age of boys at the institution is 


slightly under 17 years while the average 
age for girls is about 154 years. 


In other highlights, the institution 


management told the board that: 


The repeater rate is substantial and 


"significant" with more than 18 per cent 
of yearly commitments representing 
young people %vho had previously been 
committed to the school. 


The number of commitments related 


to "the drug culture" is stabilizing, with 
about 12 per cent of the institution 
population "solidly in the drug culture" 
and about 30 per cent who can be 
described as drug experimenters. 


Studded tire damage 
$15 million annually

MADISON —The deep concern of state 


highway administrators about road 
damage attributed to the use of studded 
motor vehicle tires during the cold 
weather months is shown in a statement 
filed with the legislature that the 
prohibition of such tires could save up to 
$15,000,000 a year in unnecessary wear on 
Wisconsin highway pavements. 


A number of states in the country have 


declared the use of such studs illegal, 
including several neighbor states, and a 
new bill offered in the state senate would 
outlaw them starting with the next 
winter season. 


Shared tax decision won't be hasty 


MADISON — Dane County Circuit 


Judge W. L. Jackman said Friday he 
wouldn't make a hasty decision regard- 
ing partial distribution of $165 million in 
shared taxes to state municipalities. 


Jackman has become the central 


figure in the legal maneuvers which city 
officials from Milwaukee, Neenah, 
Oshkosh, Green Bay and other leading 
cities hope will result in a revision of 
population estimates for 1973. 


The cities have filed suit against the 


Department of Administration and the 
Department of Revenue, contending the 
estimates, which are used to determine 
the amount of state shared taxes a 
municipality will receive, were made by 
"arbitrary and capricious" means. 


A suit to gain testimony from top of- 


ficial sin both departments has been ini- 
tiated by Milwaukee and Beloit, but the 
other 10 municipalities since have joined 
in the petition. 


In fact, Green Bay Mayor Thomas 


Atkinson traveled to Madison with two 


other Green Bay city officials to support 
an effort by Milwaukee and Belcit of- 
ficials to have some of the S165 million 
distributed and to have state officials 
ordered to testify on the methods used in 
determining the estimates. 


Green Bay's interest in the case is cri- 


tical. The state estimated that Green 
Bay's population for 1973 is 88,231, while 
city officials are thinking more around 
the area of 89,946. The city receives 
approximately $35 per head which 
means that the city and state are about 
$60,000 apart. 


Jackman refused to make a bench 


decision on either the partial distribution 
controversy or the effort by the cities to 
get Administration Secretary Joe. E 
Nusbaum and other officials to testify. 


"If you think I'm going to decide this 


from the bench," Jackman said, "you're 
mistaken. I'm not going to make the 
decision by the seat of my pants." 


The state Supreme Court handed 


Jackman a subtle hint earlier in the week 
by stating it saw no reason why a partial 


distribution of funds could not be made 
Checks to all state municipalities 
originally were scheduled to be mailed 
Monday 


But Jackman earlier had issued a res- 


training order prohibiting any distribu- 
tion and he listened Friday to adminis- 
tration and rex-enue officials explain why 
a partial distribution would be. as they 
saw it. "illegal and impractical." 


Attorneys for the state argued that a 


partial disbursement now would not onlv 
invite future law suits from other 
municipalities but would not prevent 
some cities or counties from getting too 
little or too much, depending on the out- 
come of the other cities' suit. 


If all the funds are distrubuted now, 


the cities appealing the action would be 
left without a recourse since the money 
would be spent and no provision exists to 
make after-the-fact corrections. 


Since the money will not be sent out 


Monday, it will remain in the state 
treasury and collect about $42,000 worth 
of interest per day. 


City of Milwaukee officials devised a 


formula by which the funds could be 
partially distributed immediately, leav- 
ing about S10 million in the state coffers 
until the pending litigation is settled. But 
state attorneys argued that the system 
would not be foolproof. 


Walter McCanna. revenue department 


director of state-local finance, said it 
would take at least six days for his 
department to prepare a computer 
print-out if the court ruled in favor of a 
partial distribution. 


The state's argument against allowing 


Nusbaum to testify is that his depart- 
ment has just been following the 
madates of the state legislature, as 
defined in the budget. City officials ap- 
pealing the final figures say they have 
not been given ample opportunity to pro- 
test the figures. 


If Jackman rules against allowing the 


state officials to testify, the appealing 
cities will continue their court case in an 
effort to prove that the estimates were 
made in error. 


Another anti-stud measure that :s 


pending would penalize the use of such 
tires by imposing a heavy tax on their 
sale, thereby provide an indemnity fund 
to cover the road surface erosion that 
higway engineers say results from the 
use of tires in which metal studs are em- 
bedded to provide more reliable tracnon 
during periods of ice and snow. 


Among the backers of legislation to
